US weather experts: Ernesto 
upgraded to hurricane 


MIAMI (AFP) - Ernesto be¬ 
came the second hurricane of 
the Atlantic season yesterday 
as it moved toward the Yu¬ 
catan Peninsula with 80 mile- 
an-hour (130 

kilometer-an-hour) winds, 
the National Hurricane Cen¬ 
ter said. 

’’Air Force hurricane 
hunters find that Ernesto has 
become a hurricane,” the 
Miami, Florida-based center 
said. 

The weather center rated 
Ernesto as a category one 
hurricane on the five-point 
Saffir-Simpson scale. 

However, forecasters said 
Ernesto could strengthen fur¬ 
ther before it makes landfall 
on Central America's Yucatan 
Peninsula, where the summer 
tourist season is in full force. 

Hurricane warnings were 
in place along the entire coast 
of Belize and up the east 
coast of the Yucatan in Mex¬ 
ico as far as the tourist resorts 
of Cancun and Cozumel. 


The center of the storm re¬ 
mained near Honduras' coast¬ 
line, where authorities have 
ordered some evacuations, 
but residents contacted by 
AFP said rains had not been 
excessive and rivers were 
flowing normally. 

The storm, which began 
drenching Caribbean coun¬ 
tries last Thursday, was ex¬ 
pected to reach the Yucatan 
coast by early today, bring¬ 
ing high winds and heavy 
rain. 

This is the second hurri¬ 
cane, and the fifth tropical 
depression, in the Atlantic 
Ocean since the season began 
on June 1. 

Chris, which strengthened 
to hurricane force on June 21, 
stayed far off land, and van¬ 
ished without causing any 
damage. 

The National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administration 
(or NOAA) has forecast a 
"less active season, compared 
to recent years.”

Skepticism at Obama plea 
for 'soul searching' on guns 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - De¬ 
spite a rash of mass killings, 
many Americans are skeptical 
of calls by President Barack 
Obama and others for "soul 
searching" on ways to reduce 
gun violence in the United 
States. 

"Americans are not ready 
for soul searching about guns," 
Jeffrey Reiman, a philosophy 
professor at American Univer¬ 
sity in Washington, told AFP in 
the wake of Sunday's blood¬ 
shed at a Sikh temple in Wis¬ 
consin. 

"Americans have made up 
their minds about guns," he 
said. "A large number of people 
seem to want them," with 258 
million firearms in the United 
States held in private hands. 

On Monday, a day after the 
Wisconsin shooting, Obama 
extended condolences to the 
families of the dead, then pro¬ 
posed that "soul searching" was 
needed on how to reduce vio¬ 
lence in America. 


"These terrible, tragic 
events are happening with too 
much regularity" not to prompt 
"soul searching" to assess "ad¬ 
ditional ways that we can re¬ 
duce violence," he said. 

His suggestion was timely. 

On July 20, a gunman burst 
into a midnight showing of the 
latest Batman movie in Aurora, 
Colorado, killing 12 people. 
Then came Sunday's death of 
six worshippers at the Sikh 
temple in Oak Creek, Wiscon¬ 
sin.

Thirteen signs your relationship is in 
deep trouble - Part II

Some even go 
for counseling to effectively 
work through the hurt. How¬ 
ever, in the case of a spouse 
who is a devious cheater, or if 
you will, we can call him/her 
a serial cheater; you know 
that there will be no healing 
in such a relationship. There 
will only be the perpetual re¬ 
occurrence of another cheat¬ 
ing episode. In such a 
relationship, there will be the 
inevitable end. 

10. Doing the Blame 
Game 

Research indicates that 
some men are just not suited 
for marriage. Some men, are 
simply not able to remain 
monogamous... .have only 
one woman. This, according 
to the research, is so, even 
when these men make the de¬ 
cision to get married. After 
the marriage and as soon as 
they begin their flings, they 
would blame their spouse for 
every cheating episode they 
have. They blame their 
spouse for being too jealous 
or for being too controlling, 
or for being too cold or unre¬ 
sponsive. If this is your expe¬ 
rience, multiple cheating 
affairs....the marriage is on 
the rocks! 

11. Disagreement about 
children 

If before a marriage, one 
spouse cannot make a com¬ 
mitment about whether or not 
to have children; you may be 
able to work through that. 
But if you cannot settle that 
matter, and having a child is 
the goal of the other part¬ 
ner...prepare for the very 
worst in that marriage. The 
non committed spouse may 
be long gone before the child 
can walk! 


12. Daily Talking 

Conversation in friendship 
keeps the friendship alive and 
growing. Likewise, no mar¬ 
riage can stay alive and grow 
without open conversation. 
Couples need to talk to each 
other daily! But, if your talk 
goes as far as who needs to 
buy bread, or who’s turn is it 
to throw out the trash, or 
what shirt do you want ironed 
tonight....that’s a tell-tale sign 
the marriage is in deep trou¬ 
ble! When there is no inti¬ 
mate exchange in a 
marriage...you need help to 
save the relationship! 

13. Down on Sex 

Many couples have gotten 

married just for sex! Unfortu¬ 
nately, they discover very 
soon that sex is not all that 
matters. While sex is an im¬ 
portant ingredient in a happy 
relationship, it is not the only 
essential. On the other hand, 
where sex is neglected or put 
down, the relationship loses 
its unction and soon the fire 
begins to dim.

Tucson shooter of US 
lawmaker pleads guilty 


TUCSON (AFP) - Disturbed 
gunman Jared Lee Loughner 
pled yesterday guilty to carry¬ 
ing out the deadly Arizona 
mass shooting in January 2011 
that was a failed attempt to as¬ 
sassinate US Congresswoman 
Gabrielle Giffords. 

Six people were killed and 
13 injured, including the con¬ 
gresswoman. 

By pleading guilty, the 23- 
year-old will avoid the death 
penalty but will face a life sen¬ 
tence without the possibility of 
parole, the prosecution ex¬ 
plained during the hearing at a 
federal court in Tucson. 

Loughner also waived all 
right to appeal. 

The defendant appeared 
calm and showed little emo¬ 
tion as he answered the judges 
questions. 

"Yes, it is" true, he told the 
judge, confirming that he ap¬ 
proached Congresswoman 
Giffords intending to kill her. 

Loughner’s lawyer, Judy 
Clark, said her client was 
agreeing to plead guilty 
"knowingly, voluntarily, and 
intelligently." 

A few minutes earlier, Fed¬ 



eral Judge Larry Bums had de¬ 
clared the defendant mentally 
competent to understand and 
admit to the charges against 
him. 

Loughner has been receiv¬ 
ing psychiatric treatment for 
more than a year for schizo¬ 
phrenia on the court's orders. 
He had previously pled not 
guilty, but Judge Burns de¬ 
cided at the time he was not 
competent to stand trial. 

Loughner opened fire on 
January 8, 2011, outside a Tuc¬ 
son supermarket where Gif¬ 
fords, a Democrat, was 
meeting with constituents. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States said yesterday 
it had no knowledge of the 
whereabouts of 48 Iranians 
kidnapped in Syria three days 
ago, after Tehran said it was 
holding Washington respon¬ 
sible for their fate. 

"At this point, we're still 
following the reports closely, 
monitoring the situation. We 
can not confirm the identity 
of those reportedly kid¬ 
napped," State Department 
acting deputy spokesman 
Patrick Ventrell said. 

"We don't have... informa¬ 
tion about who these people 
are, where they are," he told 
journalists, amid reports from 
Syria that three of the 
hostages had been killed in 
fierce shelling by the Syrian 
army in Damascus. 

Ventrell confirmed that 
Iran had called in the charge 
d'affaires of the Swiss em¬ 
bassy in Tehran that handles 
US interests in the absence of 
any Iran-US diplomatic ties 
to discuss the issue. 

He refused to detail what 
was in the message from the 
Iranians, but he said it "does¬ 
n't seem to make sense" that 
Iran was holding the United 


States responsible for the 
safety of the group. 

The Iranians were taken 
hostage on Saturday as they 
traveled by bus to the airport 
in Damascus. It was the sin¬ 
gle biggest abduction of Ira¬ 
nians since the start of the 
Syrian uprising in March last 
year. 

Iran's Deputy Foreign Mi¬ 
nister Hossein Amir Abdol- 
lahian quoted the Iranian 
letter to the US as saying: 
"Because of the United 
States' manifest support of 
terrorist groups and the dis¬ 
patch of weapons to Syria, 
the United States is responsi¬ 
ble for the lives of the 48 
Iranian pilgrims abducted in 
Damascus." 

He told the official IRNA 
news agency that "we expect 
the countries that are in a way 
responsible for the events in 
Syria to take the necessary 
measures to ensure the safety

Police: Armed US man arrested at 
Batman screening 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
authorities said yesterday they 
arrested a man at a screening 
of the latest Batman movie 
with a bag full of weapons in 
a case that evoked a recent 
rampage in Colorado that 
claimed a dozen lives. 

Police in Westlake, Ohio, 
said an off-duty officer ar¬ 
rested Scott Smith, 37, late 
Saturday at a local cinema 
after he was found to be car¬ 
rying a bag with a loaded 
Glock pistol, two extra fully- 
loaded magazines and three 


knives. 

He was also in possession 
of another knife, police said in 
a statement. Smith was the 
only person in the theater at the 
time. 

A subsequent search of 
Smith's home also turned up 
"numerous weapons and am¬ 
munition," according to police. 

Twelve people were killed 
and 58 others wounded when a 
gunman opened fire during a 
midnight premiere of "The 
Dark Knight Rises" in Aurora, 
Colorado, on July 20, a mas¬ 


sacre which overshadowed the 
action movie's launch. 

Prosecutors are due to re¬ 
view the case to decide how to 
charge Smith, who hails from 
North Ridgeville, Ohio, in the 
American Midwest. 

Last month US police in the 
state of Maryland, near the 
capital Washington, arrested 
another man and seized an ar¬ 
senal of weapons after he 
threatened his employer and 
raised fears he was inspired by 
the Colorado shooting.

US names key Belize aides 
of Mexico druglord 
Guzman 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States yesterday named 
three Belize men as key mid¬ 
dlemen in the central America 
drug trade, saying they helped 
funnel Colombian drugs to 
Mexico's Sinaloa cartel. 

The US Treasury said John 
Zabaneh, his nephew Dion Za- 
baneh and Daniel Moreno 
were important associates of 
Joaquin "El Chapo" Guzman, 
the head of the Sinaloa cartel, 
and that the senior Zabaneh 
had been playing an important 
role in trafficking in the region 
since the 1980s. 

"John Zabaneh's drug traf¬ 
ficking activities and his orga¬ 
nization's ties to Colombian 


sources of supply and Mexican 
buyers make him a critical fig¬ 
ure in the narcotics trade," said 
Adam Szubin, director of the 
Treasury's Office of Foreign 
Assets Control. 

The Treasury said US indi¬ 
viduals and firms were now 
banned from doing business 
with any of the three, and with 
five Belize companies they 
control, including a pharmaceu¬ 
ticals business, a banana plan¬ 
tation and a resort company. 

The US has been mounting 
a sanctions offensive against 
drug traffickers in Central and 
South America aimed at cutting 
their access off to the global 
banking and finance system.

By coincidence, the young man 
accused of killing six people in 
Tucson, Arizona — in a park¬ 
ing-lot rampage that wounded 
then-congresswoman Gabrielle 
Giffords — was to appear in 
court yesterday. 

Memories of the Virginia 
Tech and Columbine high 
school shootings, which left 32 
and 12 dead in 2007 and 1999, 
respectively, remain fresh in 
American minds. 

Each incident revives a di¬ 
visive debate on gun control 
and the Second Amendment of 
the Constitution, which asserts 
every citizen's right "to keep 
and bear arms." 

"Soul-searching won't stop 


mass killers, and soul-search¬ 
ing won't stop the NRA," said 
law professor Adam Winkler of 
the University of California in 
Los Angeles, referring to the 
powerful gun lobby, the Na¬ 
tional Rifle Association. 

"We don't need soul search¬ 
ing. We need better gun laws," 
he told AFR 

"Firearms are here to stay, 
but we can put in place better 
safeguards, like background 
checks for every gun pur¬ 
chase," he added. 

"While such laws won't pre¬ 
vent madmen from killing a lot 
of people, they can reduce the 
daily gun violence that plagues 
America's cities."

Assad vows to crush Syria rebellion

DAMASCUS(AFP) - Presi¬ 
dent Bashar al-Assad vowed 
yesterday to crush the 17- 
month rebellion against his 
regime and to cleanse Syria of 
"terrorists," as his troops en¬ 
gaged rebels in key battle¬ 
ground city Aleppo. 

"The Syrian people and 
their government are deter¬ 
mined to purge the country of 
terrorists and to fight the ter¬ 
rorists without respite," he was 
quoted by state news agency 
SANA as telling visiting senior 
Iranian envoy Saeed Jalili. 

Assad had earlier appeared 
on television for the first time 
in more than two weeks in a 
meeting with Jalili, a top aide 
to Iranian supreme leader Aya¬ 
tollah Ali Khamenei. 

Jalili offered Assad his 
country's backing, saying 
Tehran would "never allow the 
resistance axis — of which 
Syria is an essential pillar — to 
break. 

"What is happening in Syria 
is not an internal issue but a 
conflict between the axis of re¬ 
sistance on the one hand, and 
the regional and global ene¬ 
mies of this axis on the other," 
he added. 

Iran has accused Turkey 
and Gulf Arab countries of 
arming the Syrian opposition 
in collusion with the United 
States and Israel, to overthrow 
the Assad regime. 

Assad said his country was 
"able to defeat foreign plans 
targeting the resistance axis 
and Syria's role in it." 

Tehran also sent its foreign 
minister to Ankara and a letter 
to Washington holding them 
responsible for the fate of 48 
kidnapped Iranians. 

In Aleppo, clashes rocked 


several central areas of the city 
while the army also shelled 
rebel-held areas in the east, the 
Syrian Observatory for Human 
Rights said. 

The fighting in and around 
Aleppo killed at least 20 peo¬ 
ple, the watchdog said, adding 
that the nationwide toll was 
122. 

Aleppo has been bracing 
for a major ground offensive 
after a senior security official 
said the army had completed a 
buildup of some 20,000 troops. 

Near Homs in central Syria, 
opposition gunmen attacked an 
electricity company housing 
compound, killing 16 people, 
including Alawites, Christians 
and Sunnis, the Observatory 
said. 

And rebels attacked an oil 
field in the eastern province of 
Deir Ezzor, triggering clashes 
in which four rebels and six 
soldiers were killed, it added. 

Defected ex-premier Riad 
Hijab was in neighbouring Jor¬ 
dan firming up his plans after 
his defection to the opposition, 


which Washington said 
showed the regime was crum¬ 
bling. 

In that vein, Jordan's King 
Abdullah II said Assad might 
make a "worst case scenario" 
retreat to an Alawite strong¬ 
hold if he falls from power. 

Some experts have also pre¬ 
dicted that if Damascus falls to 
rebels, Assad could take refuge 
among Alawites in the north¬ 
eastern mountains of Syria, 
where opposition forces say he 
has already been stockpiling 
weapons. 

"I have a feeling that if he 
can't rule Greater Syria, then 
maybe an Alawi enclave is 
Plan B," he said in an inter¬ 
view with US television net¬ 
work CBS. 

"That would be, I think for 
us, the worst case scenario — 
because that means then the 
breakup of Greater Syria. 

King Abdullah predicted 
Assad would keep up his bru¬ 
tal crackdown to cling to 
power because he "believes 
that he is in the right.

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Scientists unravel 'other* malaria 
parasite's DNA code 


PARIS (AFP) - Scientists said 
they had unravelled the ge¬ 
netic codes of parasites re¬ 
sponsible for the bulk of 
malaria cases outside Africa, 
and found they were scarily di¬ 
versified and may be harder to 
kill. 

In a study published in Na¬ 
ture Genetics, researchers said 
they had sequenced the 
genomes of four strains of 
Plasmodium vivax — a para¬ 
site that infects about 100 mil¬ 
lion people every year. 

Other research had found 
that 10 to 20 percent of P. 
vivax cases occur in Africa 
south of the Sahara — a region 
mainly affected by the P. falci¬ 
parum parasite which causes 
the most malaria deaths world¬ 
wide. 

Outside of Africa, P. vivax 
accounts for half of all malaria 
cases, mainly in the Middle 
East, the Western Pacific and 
Central and South America. 

Both parasite species are 
transferred by Anopheles mos¬ 
quitos. 

P. vivax is more resilient 
than its deadlier, tropical 
cousin, and can stay in remis¬ 
sion for longer and tolerate 
cooler climates. 

Yet much less is known 
about P. vivax, and less atten¬ 
tion has been paid to unravel¬ 
ling its genetic code than that 
of P. falciparum. 

With their research, a team 
from India and the United 
States say they have tripled the 
number of genome sequences 
available for P. vivax. 

They said they observed an 
’’extremely high genomic di¬ 


versity”, suggesting it may be 
even harder than for P. falci¬ 
parum to develop a single vac¬ 
cine targeting several different 
strains of P. vivax. 

In 2010, malaria infected 
about 216 million people and 
claimed an estimated 655,000 
lives — mainly in Africa where 
a child dies of the disease 
every minute, says the World 
Health Organisation. 

Symptoms include fever, 
headache, chills and vomiting 
which if not treated within 24 
hours can progress to severe 
illness and even death. 


In a second Nature Genetics 
report, scientists in Japan and 
the United States said they had 
sequenced the genomes of 
three strains of P. cynomolgi - 
- a sister species to P. vivax 
and a cause of malaria in Asian 
Old World monkeys. 

Since it is so closely related, 
information on the DNA code 
of P. cynomolgi ’’provides the 
foundation for further insights 
into traits... that will enhance 
prospects for the eventual 
elimination of vivax-caused 
malaria and global malaria 
eradication,” they wrote. 



Malawi on Monday launched a week-long campaign to 
test 250,000 people for HIV in what health authorities 
called a crucial intervention in a country ravaged by 
AIDS. People will take tests in 810 sites in the southern 
African nation's 28 districts. The week would give 
Malawians "a chance to access anti-retroviral therapy if 
found HIV positive," said deputy health minister Halima 
Daudi at the launch in tourist town Mangochi at the 
southern tip of Lake Malawi, a region with high infection 
rates. One in ten of the 14 million Malawians are infected 
with HIV, and officials say over 60,000 people are in¬ 
fected every month. The country has so far enrolled 
300,000 people for free AIDS drugs, up from 5,000 in 
2004. 


Dutch nursery paedoph le unmasked 
thanks to stuffed bunny 


LYON (AFP) - Interpol on 
Tuesday urged investigators to 
share evidence in child 
pornography cases after Dutch 
police identified an offender 
thanks to a stuffed bunny in an 
image seized in the United 
States. 

The global policing body 
said the identification of the 
bunny as Miffy — a familiar 
character in a series of Dutch 
children's books — helped po¬ 
lice to track down a multiple 
offender and led to nearly 40 
arrests worldwide. 

The decision by US author¬ 
ities to add the images to Inter¬ 
pol's database "resulted in 
global consequences, putting 
these child rapists behind bars 
and rescuing the victims from 
future sexual abuse,” Interpol 
Secretary General Ronald 


Noble said in a statement. 

The picture of the toy, taken 
from images showing abuse of 
an 18-month-old, was spotted 
by Dutch police only days 
after it was included in the 
database. 

The toy and other elements 
from the images were broad¬ 
cast in a television appeal for 
information, leading to the ar¬ 
rest and subsequent conviction 
of Robert Mikelsons, a 28- 
year-old Dutch citizen. 

Mikelsons was sentenced to 
18 years in prison in May for 
sexually assaulting 67 young 
children while working in 
nurseries and at babysitting 
jobs in Amsterdam, as well as 
for making and distributing 
child pornography. 

Police identified some 
1,100 of his Internet contacts, 


sparking a crackdown that led 
to arrests around the world, in¬ 
cluding in the United States, 
The Netherlands, Canada, 
Germany, Poland, Sweden and 
Britain. 

"This is a classic example 
of what can be accomplished 
when law enforcement consult 
international databases,” 
Noble said. 

Interpol, based in Lyon, 
France, manages the Interna¬ 
tional Child Sexual Exploita¬ 
tion database, which includes 
images related to nearly 2,500 
victims of child sexual abuse 
in 41 countries. 

As well as being available 
to investigators, the database 
uses image comparison soft¬ 
ware to find possible connec¬ 
tions between victims and 
locations.

Cocaine use in Swiss cities 
'among highest' in Europe 



GENEVA (AFP)- Cocaine use 
in several Swiss cities is 
among the highest in Europe, 
researchers said. 

"The amounts of cocaine ... 
were in the same range as 
those European cities with the 
highest consumption,” said 
Christoph Ort, from the Swiss 
Federal Institute of Aquatic 
Science and Technology 
(Eawag). 

The findings were based on 
research carried out into waste 
water from 15 million people 
in 19 European cities and pub¬ 
lished in the journal Science of 
the Total Environment. 

Bern, Geneva, Lucerne and 
Zurich are on a par with 
Antwerp and Amsterdam for 
use of the class A drug, said 
scientists from Eawag, who 
compared the Europe-wide 
data published in the journal 
with their own research gath¬ 
ered in Switzerland last year. 


Approximte cocaine con¬ 
sumption in Swiss cities is 
equivalent to 1.5 grammes 
per day per 1,000 people, ac¬ 
cording to Eawag's estimates. 

Consumption of the 
lifestyle drug can double and 
even quadruple at the week¬ 
end during events such as the 
Zurich Street Parade and 
Music Festival, Eawag said. 

In total, some 356 kilo¬ 
grammes of cocaine is used 
every day in Europe, accord¬ 
ing to the research, which 
amounts to approximately 10 
to 15 percent of global produc¬ 
tion of the drug, according to 
the United Nations Office on 
Drugs and Crime. 

Barcelona, London, Milan 
and Paris registered average 
use of between 0.5 grammes 
and 1 gramme of the drug, 
while Scandinavian cities such 
as Stockholm, Oslo and 
Helsinki had the lowest level 
at 0.15 grammes per 1,000 
people. 

The research also indicated 
that the drug is used most in 
central and western Europe 
rather than eastern and north¬ 
ern Europe. 

In addition to tracing drugs 
in waste water, Eawag investi¬ 
gates levels of pharmaceuticals 
and household chemicals to re¬ 
duce pollution.

MANILA (AFP) - Torrential monsoon rains flooded half of 
the Philippine capital on Tuesday, killing at least 16 peo¬ 
ple as rampaging waters swept away homes, destroyed 
bridges and triggered a landslide in a shantytown. Some 
residents were marooned on their roofs as parts of 
Manila were submerged in waters above head height in 
the worst flooding to hit the chaotic city of 15 million peo¬ 
ple since hundreds of people died three years ago. Bad 
weather from seasonal southwest monsoons and Ty¬ 
phoon Saola had already pounded Manila and nearby 
areas for over a week, soaking the ground and raising 
dam levels to capacity. Meteorologists said more than 
half the amount of rain normally seen in August then fell 
on the city in 24 hours, and warned the deluge would 
continue overnight and today. Rescue workers on rubber 
boats and military trucks were deployed in the flooded 
areas to pick up stranded people. But they could not 
reach all areas and residents took to social media to ap¬ 
peal for help. In the worst reported incident, nine people 
from the same family died in a landslide on a mountain¬ 
ous area of northern Manila near the city's reservoir that 
is populated by thousands of mainly illegal squatters. 
Tuesday's deaths brought the number of people killed by 
the monsoon rains across the Philippines over the past 
week to 69, according to authorities. Another 80,000 peo¬ 
ple in and around Manila were in schools, gymnasiums 
and other government buildings set up as evacuation 
centres, according to the government. 


Firefighters beat 
back Canary 
Islands blazes 

LA GOMERA (AFP) - Span- 
ish firefighters aided by cooler 
weather made strides Tuesday 
against Canary Islands wild¬ 
fires which burned several 
homes and charred parts of a 
protected subtropical forest. 

The fire on the island of La 
Gomera has affected over 
3,000 hectares (7,400 acres) — 
including 350 hectares, or 
about 10 percent, of the Gara- 
jonay national park, a World 
Heritage site — since Saturday. 

Another fire on neighbour¬ 
ing La Palma island near the 
town of Mazo was stabilised 
on Tuesday. That blaze had af¬ 
fected about 1,700 hectares. 

The Garajonay national 
park was added to UN cultural 
body UNESCO’s World Her¬ 
itage list for its rare subtropi¬ 
cal forests which covered the 
Mediterranean region millions 
of years ago but have now 
largely disappeared. 

It is home to 450 plant 
species, including eight found 
only in the park. 

Residents from Igualero, a 
village inside the park where 
several houses burned down, 
were allowed to return to their 
homes on Tuesday after being 
evacuated over the weekend. 

About 600 people in total 
were evacuated from their 
homes on the island of La 
Gomera but they have now all 
been allowed to return. 

The wildfires have de¬ 
stroyed forest and farmland 
and killed dozens of sheep, 
goats and other animals. 

Spain has been battling fires 
in both the Canaries and on the 
mainland after a winter that 
saw almost no rainfall, leaving 
the Spanish landscape its dri¬ 
est in seven decades. 


Johannesburg marvels at 
rare snowfall 



JOHANNESBURG (AFP) - 
Snow flurries blew through 
South Africa on Tuesday, clos¬ 
ing several border crossings 
with Lesotho and dusting parts 
of the country in white as res¬ 
idents poured into the streets 
to watch the snowflakes fall. 

’’It’s amazing, Merry Christ¬ 
mas!” said Roger Gibbs, driv¬ 
ing through a leafy suburb in 
commercial hub Johannesburg 
where the trees were frosted in 
white — the first time in five 
years. 

Snow falls annually in the 
mountains of South Africa and 
Lesotho, which even hosts a 
ski resort. But some high-alti¬ 
tude border posts between the 
countries received so much 
snow Tuesday that they were 
forced to close. 

Heavier snowfall in the 
Western mountains closed the 


main highway linking Johan¬ 
nesburg to Durban, Africa’s 
busiest port, for several hours. 

The snowfall swept north 
across Johannesburg, coating 
southern neighbourhoods in 
the early morning and then 
moving toward the Sandton fi¬ 
nancial district. 

"Amazing! Never happened 
in my life,” said Mizundile 
Eseu, 23, a security guard. 

The South African Weather 
Service said six of the coun¬ 
try's nine provinces had 
snowflakes on Tuesday, with 
snow expected through the 
night in Johannesburg. 

Authorities urged motorists 
to take care on the roads, with 
few drivers used to travelling 
on snowy streets, but no acci¬ 
dents had been blamed on the 
snow, according to police.

Oil prices rally, Brent 
tops $110 


LONDON (AFP) - Shares in 
emerging markets specialist 
Standard Chartered Bank 
plunged yesterday after US 
regulators charged that it hid 
$250 billion in deals with Iran¬ 
ian banks in violation of US 
sanctions. 

The charges — strongly re¬ 
jected — are the latest in a se¬ 
ries of damaging scandals to 
hit London's global financial 
centre where light-touch regu¬ 
lation was hailed as a major 
benefit of the 1980s 'Big Bang' 
market deregulation. 

Standard Chartered shares 
crashed 16.76 percent in Lon¬ 
don trade, having been down a 
quarter at one point, slashing 
the bank's value by almost £6.0 
billion ($9.4 billion, 7.6 billion 
euros). The FTSE finished up 
0.56 percent at 5,841.24 
points. 

Standard Chartered shares 


lost nearly 15 percent in Hong 
Kong trading. 

The US Department of Fi¬ 
nancial Services said Standard 
Chartered systematically dis¬ 
guised foreign exchange deals 
with Iran that potentially 
opened the US banking system 
to terrorists and criminals. 

For its part, Standard Char¬ 
tered said it "strongly rejects ... 
the portrayal of facts as set 
out" by the DFS. 

"The group does not believe 
the order issued by the DFS 
presents a full and accurate 
picture of the facts," group sec¬ 
retary Annemarie Durbin said 
in a statement to the Hong 
Kong stock exchange. 

Standard Chartered was or¬ 
dered to appear on August 15 to 
explain the "apparent violations 
of law" and demonstrate why 
its licence to operate in New 
York should not be revoked.

Half of 
G. Bissau 
cashew crop 
unsold amid 
market slump 


BISSAU (AFP) - Guinea-Bis¬ 
sau has failed to sell half of its 
cashew nut crop, its main ex¬ 
port earner, a blow to the local 
economy which is still reeling 
from an April coup, a trade 
official said yesterday. 

"We are in a worrying si¬ 
tuation. We have 75,000 tons 
of cashews which we could 
not sell, and another 15,000 
tons which has not yet been 
collected," said Secretary of 
State for Trade Braima Alfa 
Djalo. 

Production this year was 
estimated at 150,000 tons, 
down from a high of 200,000 
tons in 2011. 

"Our traders don't yet have 
contracts to export their prod¬ 
ucts. Buyers are not falling 
over each other and some are 
offering very low prices," he 
said. 

Only 40,000 tons of 
cashews left the Bissau port 
in June, according to the na¬ 
tional cashew commission, 
headed to India which is the 
main buyer of the country's 
crop that accounted for 90 
percent of all exports last 
year. After the April over¬ 
throw of the government in 
the chronically unstable na¬ 
tion, farmers struggled to sell 
their product to traders who 
could not get access to funds. 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Hopes 
for US economic growth and 
concerns over potential tight 
crude supplies and a hurricane 
building in the Caribbean con¬ 
tinued to push oil prices higher 
yesterday, analysts said.

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DreamWorks plans 
$3.2 bn China tourist 
attraction 



SHANGAI (AFP) - Dream¬ 
Works Animation on Tuesday 
said it plans to build a $3.2 bil¬ 
lion ’’entertainment zone” in 
Shanghai, as the US film giant 
seeks to bolster its presence in 
the booming Chinese market. 

The studio’s newly-formed 
China joint venture, Oriental 
DreamWorks, is set to open 
the tourism attraction in 2016, 
the creator of megahits like 
"Shrek” and ”Kung Fu Panda” 
said in a statement. 

The project — called the 
Dream Center — will comprise 
entertainment facilities, ani¬ 
mation exhibitions and com¬ 
mercial developments 

including hotels and shopping 
areas in Shanghai's Xuhui dis¬ 
trict, it said. 

The announcement comes 
after US entertainment giant 
Disney last year broke ground 
on a planned $3.7 billion 
theme park in Shanghai, 
scheduled to open in 2015. 

However, one of the 
DreamWorks' Chinese part¬ 
ners denied being in competi¬ 
tion with Disney, describing 
the project not as a theme park, 
but as an "entertainment 
zone”. 

DreamWorks in February 
announced plans for a $330 


million joint venture company 
with three Chinese partners — 
China Media Capital, Shang¬ 
hai Media Group and Shang¬ 
hai Alliance Investment — to 
cooperate on film productions. 

Oriental Dreamworks will 
make the next "Kung Fu 
Panda” movie — the third in¬ 
stalment in the hugely popular 
series — in China as a co-pro¬ 
duction for release in 2016, the 
statement said. 

It plans to release up to 
three major films a year, with 
its first feature-length ani¬ 
mated film scheduled for 
global release in 2017, it said. 

The huge commitment in 
local production comes even 
though Beijing maintains strict 
quotas which limit the number 
of foreign movies allowed into 
China. 

Imports of foreign films 
into China on a revenue-shar¬ 
ing basis are currently limited 
to just 34 annually, though that 
was raised from 20 earlier this 
year. 

China's box office grew an 
annual 35 percent to $2.0 bil¬ 
lion in 2011, making it the sec¬ 
ond largest international 
market behind Japan, accord¬ 
ing to the Motion Picture As¬ 
sociation of America.

where some bookshops ini¬ 
tially refused to sell it because 
of its racy content. 

Five million copies have al¬ 
ready been translated into lan¬ 
guages other than English.

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7 Cameroon 
athletes 'defect' 
at London 
Olympics 

YAOUNDE (AFP) - Seven 
athletes from Cameroon 
have "defected" in Lon¬ 
don where some were 
participating in the 2012 
Olympics, Cameroon 
media reported Tuesday, 
citing an official. 

The disappearance of 
the seven athletes was re¬ 
ported on the website of 
the state daily Cameroon 
Tribune. 

According to the head 
of Cameroon's Olympics 
delegation, David Ojong, 
"28 (delegation members) 
returned to Cameroon, 24 
are still in the (Olympic) 
village and seven have 
defected," the newspaper 
reported him telling the 
country's sports minister 
at a meeting on Sunday. 

On Tuesday the sports 
ministry declined to com¬ 
ment on the situation and 
no explanation was given 
for the defections. 

The missing athletes 
are five boxers, one swim¬ 
mer and one woman foot¬ 
ball (soccer) player, the 
Cameroon Tribune said. 

Meanwhile a represen¬ 
tative of the Cameroon 
Football Federation said 
the first athlete to disap¬ 
pear on July 2 was "a 
woman football player 
who was at the Olympic 
village but was not one of 
the 18 players chosen to 
take part in the Olympic 
games." 

The missing player 
from Cameroon's national 
football team is Drusille 
Ngako, said the represen¬ 
tative, who requested 
anonymity. 

She was not chosen as 
a finalist to participate in 
the games and it is not 
known why she went with 
the national women's 
football team to London, 
the source added. 

Since the beginning of 
the 2012 Games in Lon¬ 
don, Cameroon has not 
won any medals. Two of 
its athletes remain in 
competition.

Hoy wins record sixth gold 



LONDON (AFP) - Sir Chris 
Hoy crowned his Olympic ca¬ 
reer with a record sixth gold 
medal yesterday to become the 
most decorated British 
Olympian in history after 
powering to victory in the 
keirin. 

Germany’s Maximilian 
Levy finished second to take 
the silver with New Zealand’s 
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Simon Van Velthooven and 
Dutchman Teun Mulder shar¬ 
ing the bronze after a long wait 
for a photo finish decision. 

Hoy won three Olympic 
gold medals in the sprint, 
keirin and team sprint four 
years ago to add to his kilome¬ 
tre time trial crown from 
Athens in 2004. 

And despite being unable to 
defend his sprint title after 


being ousted by Jason Kenny 
for Britain's sole spot in the 
event, Hoy struck gold twice 
in his two London events of 
the team sprint and keirin. 

The 36-year-old Scot's sixth 
gold means that on the count 
of gold medals alone, he over¬ 
takes Sir Steve Redgrave's 
tally of five gold medals, all of 
which were won in consecu¬ 
tive Games. 

"I'm in shock, you try and 
compose yourself but it's sur¬ 
real. I wanted to win gold in 
front of my home crowd. I saw 
everyone stepping up to the 
plate and thankfully it worked 
out for me too," said Hoy. 

Asked if he would compete 
at the Rio Games, Hoy said his 
preference would be to end his 
career at the 2014 Common¬ 
wealth Games in Glasgow. 



LONDON (AFP) - The Netherlands defeated South Korea 
4-2 yesterday to top their Olympic Games hockey pool 
with a fifth successive win which also allowed defending 
champions Germany to enter the semi-finals. World 
champions Australia also advanced to the last four by 
hammering Pakistan 7-0 to move to the top of Pool A. 
Great Britain went through to the semi-finals for the first 
time since 1988 when they were gold medal winners, 
with a 1-1 draw against Spain, who were runners-up four 
years ago. In the semi-finals, the Dutch will face Britain 
while Australia meet Germany. Netherlands, assured of 
a semi-final spot before Tuesday's game, spiked a late 
rally from Asia Cup holders South Korea to complete an 
all-win record in the preliminary round-robin league.The 
Dutch emulated their women's team, which on Monday 
stormed into the semi-finals by winning all five matches. 
Netherlands finished with 15 points, while the defeat 
shattered South Korea's hopes of staying in contention. 
The Koreans finished on six points from five matches.

(AFP) - Mexico advanced to 
the final of the men's Olympic 
football tournament for the first 
time in their history on Tuesday 
after coming from behind to 
defeat Asian giants Japan 3-1. 

Japan, who had helped 
eliminate highly rated Spain in 
the first round, appeared set to 
emulate their female counter¬ 
parts by reaching the final at 
Wembley after Yuki Otsu fired 
them into a 12th-minute lead. 

But Mexico hauled them¬ 
selves back into the contest 
after 28 minutes when Marco 


Fabian equalised. 

Oribe Peralta then scored 
midway through the second 
half to put Mexico into their 
first Olympic football final, 
where they will face either 
South Korea or favourites 
Brazil for the gold medal. 

In the final minute Peralta 
then released Javier Cortes 
down the right with a clever 
backheel and the substitute 
held off the defence before 
squeezing his shot beneath 
Shuichi Gonda in the Japanese 
goal. 


China's Zhang Chenglong set 
the early pace with a score of 
16.266, less than two hours 
after he came off the apparatus 
in the parallel bars final. 

Zou was bidding to retain 
his title from Beijing four 
years ago and claim his sixth 
Olympic gold medal, and he
